Tidal Waves Ravage Asia 


Tsunamis unleashed by massive quake kill at least 11,350 


COLOMBO, SRI LANKA I An earthquake of epic 
power struck deep beneath the Indian Ocean 
on Sunday, unleashing 20 -foot walls of water 
that came crashing down on beaches in seven 
Asian countries across thousands of miles, 
smashing seaside resorts and villages and leav- 
ing more than 11,350 dead in their wake. 

The death toll along the southern coast 
of Asia — and as far west as Somalia, on the 
African coast, where nine people were report- 
ed lost — was certain to increase, as author- 
ities sorted out a far-flung disaster caused 
by the 9.0 -magnitude earthquake, strongest 
in 40 years and fourth -largest in a century. 

The earthquake hit at 6:58 a.m.; the tsu- 


nami came as much as 234 hours later, with- 
out warning. Sunbathers and snorkelers, cars 
and cottages, fishing boats and even a light- 
house were swept away. 

Indonesia, Sri Lanka and India each 
reported thousands dead, and Thailand, a 
Western tourist hotspot, said hundreds were 
dead and thousands missing. At least three 
Americans were among the dead — two in Sri 
Lanka and one in Thailand, according to State 
Department spokesman Noel Clay. 

The quake was centered 155 miles south- 
southeast of Banda Aceh, the capital of 


Indonesia’s Aceh province on Sumatra, and 
six miles under the Indian Ocean’s seabed. The 
temblor leveled dozens of buildings on Sumatra 
and was followed by at least a half-dozen pow- 
erful aftershocks, ranging in magnitude from 
almost 6 to 7.3. The waves that followed the 
first massive jolt were far more lethal. 

The carnage was incredibly widespread. 
About 2,300 were reported dead along 
the southern coasts of India, at least 289 
in Thailand, 42 in Malaysia and 32 in the 
Maldives off the southwestern coast of India. 
At least two died in Bangladesh — children 
who drowned as a boat with about 15 tourists 
capsized in high waves, dilip ganguly (ap)

Airlines Struggle With Holiday Snarls 


PHILADELPHIA I Some US Airways 
passengers were separated from 
their luggage a fourth straight day 
Sunday, while Comair put some of 
its passenger planes back in the 
air a day after canceling all of its 
1,100 flights. 

US Airways officials promised to 
reunite people and their luggage at 
their intended destinations by day’s 
end, but a spokeswoman said it was 
not clear how many pieces of lug- 
gage remained unclaimed.

Retailers Eyeing 
Late Sales Rush 


Ho-hum holiday sales 
trigger more price cuts; 
use of gift cards urged 

Merchants who spent the past 
few weeks hoping shoppers would 
splurge on gifts opened their doors 
Sunday with high hopes the same 
people would now spend on them- 
selves. 

Stores slashed prices even deeper 
to squeeze sales from what is wind- 
ing up to be an unimpressive hol- 
iday season. Some, including J.C. 
Penney and Target, were encour- 
aging customers to spend their gift 
cards immediately, since the sales 
are recorded only when the cards 
are redeemed. 

“The holiday season will be 
told on how many gift cards 
get redeemed in the week after

Police Seal Off Boston 
Church, Ending Protest 


NATICK, MASS. I A protest vigil 
at a parish slated for closure by 
the Boston Archdiocese ended 
Sunday when police sealed off the 
114 -year- old church following its 
final Mass and ordered parishio- 
ners to leave. 

About a dozen parishioners had 
resumed the vigil at Sacred Heart 
Church on Sunday after two church 
members, Anne Green and Leo 
Ryan, were arrested for refusing 
to leave following Christmas Eve 
Mass on Friday night. 

But after several hours, police 
entered the building and told the 
parishioners they would be arrested 
if they didn’t leave. 

The closure is part of a reorgani- 
zation plan announced last spring 
by Archbishop Sean O’Malley. The

Coastal Areas Left Devastated

Mounting casualties, 
heavy damage after 
massive tidal surge 

PHUKET, THAILAND I Thousands 
of European tourists were begin- 
ning their day with breakfast or by 
sunning themselves on Thailand’s 
white sand beaches when massive 
waves triggered by a 9.0 -magnitude 
earthquake swept people, bunga- 
lows, boats and cars out to sea. 

Sunday’s earthquake off 
Indonesia’s Sumatra island sent 
tsunamis rolling across the Indian 
Ocean and Bay of Bengal — and 
a wall of water along the resorts 
around Thailand’s Phuket island, 
one of the most popular destina- 
tions in Asia for Europeans fleeing 
winter cold at home. 

“Suddenly this huge wave came, 
rushing down the beach, destroying 
everything in its wake,” said Simon 
Clark, 29, a photographer from 
London vacationing on Ngai island. 

At least 289 people were killed 
and 3,675 injured by the rushing 
water, which struck at the peak of 
the tourist season when holiday- 
makers — especially from Europe 
— come here to escape winter. 
Thousands more were killed in 
seven nations as the waves rolled 
across the Indian Ocean. 

“It’s an extraordinary calamity 
of such colossal proportions that 
the damage has been unprece- 
dented,” said Chief Minister Jayaram 
Jayalalithaa of India’s Tamil Nadu, a 
southern state which reported 1,705 
dead, many of them strewn along 
beaches, virtual open-air mortuaries.

An Associated Press reporter 
in Indonesia’s Aceh province, near 
the quake’s epicenter, saw bodies 
wedged in trees as the waters 
receded. More bodies littered the 
beaches. 

Authorities said at least 4,185 
were dead in Indonesia; the full 
impact of the disaster was not 
known, as communications were 
cut to the towns most affected.

Jewish Villagers Agree to Exit Gaza 

Settlement is first to accept Israeli pullout plan 


PEAT SADEH, GAZA STRIP I Residents 
of a small Jewish settlement said 
Sunday they’ve struck a deal to move 
to a village inside Israel, giving a 
boost to the government’s conten- 
tious Gaza pullout plan by becom- 
ing the first community to agree to 
be evacuated. 

Peat Sadeh, a tiny, upscale farm- 
ing village tucked into the southwest 


corner of Gaza about a mile from 
the Mediterranean Sea, raised the 
ire of hard-line settler leaders, who 
are mounting a campaign against 
Prime Minister Ariel Sharon’s plan 
to remove all 21 settlements from 
Gaza and four from a part of the 
West Bank next year. 

Sharon’s hard-line coalition gov- 
ernment fell apart over his sudden 


policy shift a year ago, forcing him 
to try to reconstitute his team with 
the moderate Labor Party, his tra- 
ditional rival. 

In early 2004, Sharon abruptly 
abandoned decades of work for set- 
tlement construction and expansion, 
calling Gaza’s settlements “unten- 
able” because only 8,200 Israelis live 
there among more than 1 million 
Palestinians in the impoverished 
seaside territory, peter enav (ap)

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Iraq’s top general 
on Sunday rejected President Bush’s 
statement that some Iraqi govern- 
ment troops were unwilling to fight 
insurgents and have deserted the 
battlefield, saying the president 
had been misinformed. 

Last week. Bush made a sobering 
assessment and criticized the perfor- 


mance of Iraqi troops. “There have 
been some cases where, when the 
heat got on, they left the battlefield 
— that is unacceptable,” Bush said. 

Asked about Bush’s comments, 
Gen. Babaker B. Shawkat Zebari 
insisted none of his troops had 
deserted from combat. In fact, he 
said, Iraqi forces are getting stron- 
ger and could be capable of replacing 
the Americans within a year. 

“The insurgents are getting 
weaker. Hardly a day passes with- 
out detaining or killing dozens of 
them,” he said, (ap)

Yushchenko Claims Victory 


Polls forecast opposition win in Ukrainian vote 


KIEV, UKRAINE I Opposition leader 
Viktor Yushchenko declared victory 
Monday in Ukraine’s fiercely contest- 
ed presidential election, telling thou- 
sands of supporters they had taken 
their country to a new political era. 

“We have been independent 
for 14 years but we were not free,” 
Yushchenko told the festive crowd in 
Kiev’s central Independence Square, 
the center of weeks of protests after 
the fraudulent and now-annulled 
Nov. 21 ballot in which Prime 
Minister Viktor Yanukovych was 
declared the winner. 


“Now we can say this is a thing 
of the past. Now we are facing an 
independent and free Ukraine.” 

Yushchenko spoke after three 
exit polls and partial results pro- 
jected him winning easily in 
Sunday’s Supreme Court- ordered 
rematch. 

“Today, the Ukrainian people have 
won. I congratulate you,” he said. 

Earlier, Yushchenko told jour- 
nalists and others crammed into 
his campaign headquarters that 
Ukraine had opened a new era, 
which would include neither cur- 


rent President Leonid Kuchma nor 
Yanukovych, the prime minister and 
candidate hand-picked by Kuchma 
to be his successor. 

With ballots from just over 
50 percent of precincts counted, 
Yushchenko was leading by 56.34 
percent to 39.85 percent, election 
officials said. 

Earlier in the evening, a deject- 
ed-looking Yanukovych told report- 
ers in Kiev “if there is a defeat, there 
will be a strong opposition.” But he 
did not concede, saying “I am ready 
to lead the state,” and hinted he 
would challenge the results in the

Won’t Shut Down 


Doctors confident 
legislature will aet on 
rising malpractiee eosts 

HAGERSTOWN, MD. I The threat of 
emergency room shutdowns on New 
Year’s Day has faded amid mount- 
ing expectations that Maryland’s 
General Assembly will act to curb 
skyrocketing medical malpractice 
insurance costs in a special session 
that starts Tuesday doctors and hos- 
pital officials say. 

“I think, in terms of a lot of phy- 
sicians, they feel like something is 
going to happen,” said Dr. Karl P. 
Riggle, the Hagerstown surgeon 
who leads the statewide reform 
coalition Save Our Doctors, Protect 
Our Patients. 

Riggle said many doctors, includ- 
ing himself, who balked Dec. 1 at 
paying 2005 premiums averaging 


33 percent more than this year’s bills 
have decided to pay at least enough 
to cover the first quarter of the new 
year so they can continue practic- 
ing beyond Jan. 1. 

In mid-December, before the 
special session was assured, Riggle 
had said some medical services 
around the state, including the trau- 
ma center at Washington County 
Hospital in Hagerstown, might be 
forced to close Jan. 1 due to a short- 
age of insured specialists. 

There no longer appears to be an 
immediate threat of the Hagerstown 
trauma center closing, Riggle said. 
And spokespersons for two other 
hospitals that faced potential doctor 
shortages — the Western Maryland 
Health System in Cumberland and 
Suburban Hospital Healthcare 
System in Bethesda — said they 
expect to be able to meet the needs

NFL Great Reggie White Dies at 43 


Minister of Defense’ respected on, off the field 


OBITUARY I Reggie White, afearsome 
defensive end for the Philadelphia 
Eagles and Green Bay Packers who 
was one of the great players in NFL 
history, died Sunday, his wife said. 
He was 43. 

The cause of death was not 
immediately known, but White 
had a respiratory ailment for sev- 
eral years that affected his sleep, 
according to Keith Johnson, a pas- 
tor serving as family spokesman. An 
autopsy was to be performed. 


A two-time NFL Defensive 
Player of the Year and ordained 
minister who was known as the 
“Minister of Defense,” White played 
a total of 15 years with Philadelphia, 
Green Bay and Carolina. He retired 
after the 2000 season as the NFL’s 
all-time leader in sacks with 198. 

“Reggie White was a gentle war- 
rior who will be remembered as one 
of the greatest defensive players in 
NFL history,” NFL Commissioner 
Paul Tagliabue said. 


In 1993, White signed with Green 
Bay, which helped make the Packers 
champions again. He was the first 
major black player to sign with the 
Packers as a free agent. 

“He meant as much to us off the 
field as much as on it,” said Gene 
Upshaw, executive director of the 
NFL Players Association. 

White worked tirelessly with 
inner-city youths. But his image was 
tarnished when he gave a speech in 
which he denounced homosexuality 
and used ethnic stereotypes. He later 
apologized, paulnowell(ap)

Viruses at the Cellular Level 


SECURITY I Programs that delete 
address books. Junk messages that 
flood a cell phone’s inbox. Code that 
uses wireless technology to sneak 
onto handsets. 

Security experts say plagues 
such as these will target mobile 
phones but others contend cell 
phone viruses are the tech equiva- 
lent of smallpox: They are believed 


to exist only in labs. 

“The only reports we’ve seen 
documented are antivirus research- 
ers sending them to each other,” 
Graham Cluley, a senior technolo- 
gy consultant with London’s Sophos 
PLC, said. 

Japanese phone company NTT 
DoCoMo sells phones with antivirus 
software from McAfee Inc. But all

viruses that target mobile phones 
were created and contained within 
labs, Cluley said. 

For one virus to work, it had to be 
downloaded and activated. It ren- 
dered a user’s programs inoperable 
and replaced icons with skulls. 

Earlier this year, Russian anti- 
virus company Kaspersky said 
the virus “Cabir” could affect 


Bluetooth-enabled phones that run 
on the Symbian operating system. 
According to the company, the virus 
could send itself as a file from its 
host phone to others. 

Cabir has to be installed. It cre- 
ates files on the phone and sends 
itself to other phones. Antivirus 
company TrendMicro Inc. ranks 
it as having low damage potential 
and said it can be removed easily. 

Mikko Hypponen, director of 
Finland’s F-Secure Corp., said 
viruses can’t spread through phone

Star of the East 


Hip-hop’s Jin wants 
to break barriers for 
other Asian rappers 

NEW FACES I Jin has the rap-star 
look down cold: Hoodie, baggy 
sweats, chunky diamond stud 
earring, a Chinese character tat- 
tooed on his neck and a large blingy 
necklace. 

Not everything’s typical, 
though. 

“Yeah, I’m Chinese. And what?” 
he asked with mock exasperation. 

At 22, the Miami-bred, New 
York-based rapper is something 
of a pioneer — the first Asian- 
American hip-hop artist to get a 
major solo record deal. 

His debut album, “The Rest 
Is History,” is a mix of songs that 
smack of old- school hip-hop’s wit 
and optimism, delivered with a flow 
and tone similar to Eminem. 

The CD is also full of references 
to Jin’s roots, including mentions 
of the Great Wall, basketball’s Yao 
Ming, China’s forced-adoption 
policy, Tiananmen Square and the 
struggle of Asian immigrants. 

“Them sneakers on your feet 
cost 100 a pop/My people making

15 cents a day in sweat shops/To 
make them kicks so you can look 
good/Think we open restaurants 
’cause we cook good?” he raps in 
one song. 

The rapper — born Jin Au-Yeung 
— fell in love with hip-hop on the 
Miami streets, honing his lyrical 
skills in head-to-head rhyming con- 
tests while making deliveries from 
his family’s Chinese restaurant. 

He eventually gained national 
attention on BET’s “10 6th & Park” 
freestyle competition, outlasting all 
rivals for seven weeks with a blend 
of cheeky and innovative rhymes. 

Knowing his race might be used 
against him, Jin made pre-emptive 
strikes: “Yeah I’m Chinese,” he told 
one competitor. “Now you’ll under- 
stand it/I’m the reason why you’re 
little sis’ eyes are slanted.” 

If you’re still skeptical, Jin under- 
stands: He might be too. “If I was 
just a random hip-hop fan, and I 
saw Jin and I didn’t know him, the 
first thing I would think, too, is, ‘Yo, 
is this guy the truth?” he said. 

On the one hand, he feels pres- 
sure from skeptical non-Asians, 
eager to question his mainstream 
hip-hop legitimacy. But he knows he 
must deliver for his Asian fans. 

“Not to feel that I can’t live up to 
the hype, but sometimes I feel like 
the bar is set so high that even if I 
am accomplishing something that’s 
great, it doesn’t meet the super-sen- 
sational great that people want,” he

Fox TVs Parent Trap 


‘Who’s Your Daddy?’ 
stirs up the ire of the 
adoption community 

REALITY BITES BACK I The Fox net- 
work, which drew complaints ear- 
lier this year for reality shows about 
gay impostors and a dwarf looking 
for his bride, has provoked an orga- 
nized campaign against its newest 


reality-show creation, “Who’s Your 
Daddy?” 

Angered over a reality show 
they say trivializes the complex 
feelings surrounding adoption, a 
loose coalition of adoptees, adop- 
tive parents and birth parents 
has launched a nationwide effort 
to force Fox to cancel the show’s 
Jan. 3 broadcast. 

In the show, an adult woman 


adopted as an infant has a chance 
to win $100,000 if she can correct- 
ly choose her biological father from 
among eight men. If she chooses a 
fake, he will win the money. Five 
other father-and-child reunions have 
been taped but not scheduled. 

Without having seen the show, 
most protesters lashed out against 
the title, the use of the phrase “real 
dad” in a Fox news release and the

concept of rewarding adoptees with 
large amounts of cash for selecting 
the correct birth parent. 

Fox executives in Los Angeles on 
Tuesday issued a statement which 
began, “It is not the producers’ or 
network’s intention to offend any- 
one, but clearly the title of this spe- 
cial is attention-grabbing — pos- 
sibly contributing to controversy. 
It is not indicative, however, of the 
special’s actual content.”

Medical schools hope 
to boost numbers of 
rural-area physicians 

MEDICINE I Wanted: students who 
want to become country doctors. 
Tulane University is trying to bring 
more doctors to rural areas. 

Lack of rural doctors is a prob- 
lem nationwide. One -fifth of the 
U.S. population — about 60 mil- 
lion people — lives in rural areas. 
About 10 percent of doctors live in 
rural areas, said Marcia Brand, 
head of the U.S. Office of Rural 
Health Policy. 

One of the first programs to train 
doctors for rural areas was set up in 
1974 at Thomas Jefferson University 
in Philadelphia. Graduates of that 
program are eight times more likely 
to become rural doctors, said Dr. 
Howard K. Rabinowitz, its direc- 
tor. A study of the first nine class- 
es found that 80 percent were still 
country doctors. 

In contrast, almost half of doc- 
tors lured to needy areas with schol- 


arships or college -loan help leave 
after their time is up. 

One reason, said Dr. Richard 
Streiffer, head of Tulane Rural 
Medical Education, is that city kids 
are more likely to get into medical 
schools. And they want to work in 
or near cities. In addition, medical 
schools are located in cities. 

The Jefferson Medical program 
has mentors, courses about rural 
medicine, and month-long “rota- 
tions” working in rural areas. 

Many doctors would rather work 
in cities or suburbs because the 
hours are shorter. There are more 
doctors if you run into a problem, 
and far more specialists. 

“If you’re looking for more of 
a 9 -to -5 practice where you can 
sign out, and someone’s going 
to cover for you,” rural medi- 
cine isn’t for you, said Dr. James 
E. Devlin, a program graduate.

Still think the cola wars are about 
Coke vs. Pepsi? 

The carbonated beverage battle- 
ground is diet vs. regular, and the 
lightweight could flatten its full- 
calorie cousin. 

Sales of diet are surging. While 
regular soda sales sag, diet has 
grown steadily since the 1990s. 

In an obese nation obsessed 
with calories and carbs, people 
are switching to diet, and bever- 
age companies are giving them 
more choices. 

The industry is better prepared 
than most to capitalize on America’s 
perpetual diet. 

“There’s no such thing as a no - 
calorie hamburger. There’s no such 
thing as a no -calorie doughnut,” 
said John Sicher, editor of Beverage 
Digest. “But the soft drink indus- 
try already has these huge power- 



ful brands” of diet drinks. 

What’s behind diet’s strong per- 
formance? 

Calorie consciousness is a huge 
part. Prompted by a growing aware- 
ness of their growing waistlines, 
more people want low- and no- 
calorie soft drinks, said Sicher. 

Innovation has helped, too. 
Soda companies are churning out 
a stunning variety of new diet fla- 
vors. PepsiCo Inc. alone offers nearly 
a dozen low- calorie sodas. 

New sweeteners also have broad-

ened the appeal — and definition 
— of diet sodas. Coke and Pepsi offer 
soft drinks with a blend of sugar 
and no -calorie sweetener, claim- 
ing the taste is similar to regular 
but with half the calories. 

Diet drinks are the only segment 
of the soda industry that is growing. 


and that has forced companies to 
rethink how they handle it. 

At Coke, Dan Dillon, vice pres- 
ident of marketing for Coke’s diet 
sodas, said it meant treating the 
diet varieties as separate entities. 
Gone is the model of diet beverag- 
es as knockoffs of regular flavors. 


Care for a Diet Coke with Lime? 
That’s fine, but don’t look for a reg- 
ular version. 

Consumers can expect plenty 
of new choices in the coming year, 
including more reduced- calorie 
sugar- sweetener blend beverages 
like Coke’s C2 and Pepsi Edge, John
